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It would probably surprise most 
people to know that all of our Am- 
erican money, meaning United 

Stales, is not legal lender. As a 
matter of fact, there Is a bigger sur- 
prise yet, and that is in the know- 
ledge of how lilt Ie ol Ibis money is 
actually legal nuclei. 

" Legal tender" means money 
that can be given in payment of 
debt or obligation of any sort lo Ihe 
Creditor " in full of all demands. 

Of course we have a special en- 
act incut in our country which 
stipulates that no foreign coin of 
anj kind or denominat ion is 
lender in ihe United Stales. But 
aside from all this, there is a lol of 
our own coin, and the word here 
includes papei money, ( li.it is not 
legal tender, although, of course, 
practically every one will accept it 
Without question. The point is, 
however, I here are various sorts of 
our monej which are perfectly good, 
lint which, if il came to lay. we 
need not accept as legal tender. 

In the Bret place, there art ten 
kinds of money in circulation in our 

country, nevei counting foreign 

money, All of it may look alike, 
\et all of these ten varieties are not 
exactly legal tender. These ten 
varieties includi 

Cold coins, standard silver dol- 
lars, subsidiary silver, gold certifi- 
cates, Treasury notes, i 

Slates n. iles (greenbacks), national 
bank notes, nickel coins and I 
coins. 

Some of the most Impressive of 

Ihe paper currency included ill the 
above list is not legal tinder at all. 
As lor Ihe minor coins, I he 

lender in such small amounts 

as would surprise ninety nine out of 
hundred people. 
Cold certificates, silver certifi- 
cates and national bank noli 
which such large quantities ciicn- 

laie everywhere in this oounti 

not legal tender. Silver dollars are 
legal tender and may lie paid as 
such lo any amount, but silver half 
ami quarter dollars are legal only 
to Ihe amount of ten dollars, while 
nickel ami cooper or bron/.o coins 
are legal tender, only lo (he amount 
of twenty live cents 

i-iii\ noles of the act ol 
are legal tender lo their face value 
in paj inent of all debts, pllbb, 

private, unless in some contract 

stipulation is made lo Ihe contrary. 
To In' exact, the United Slates notes 

■ equally 
well known, are legal tender, with 
\oep!ion of duties on imports 
and Interest on the public debt. 
Practically, however, since ihe re- 
sumption oi specie payment in 
greenbacks have boon r, , 

freely and without question by the 
iiinent. 
While the gold and silver cerlili 
are not is be- 

tween individuals, both issue 
receivable for all Government dues 
of whatever sort. In this respect 

they are legally moic acceptable 
than the greenback itional 

bank notes, while not legal tender 
and not receivable for duties on im- 
ports, m.'i,\ be paid by thl 
men) for and in discharge 

of all debts of Ihe ( ioveinniei, 
ccpt interest, dues and in redemp- 
tion of national currency.

Attendance at the second biennial 
OOOVention of the South Carolina 
Association of Ihe Deaf al Cedar 
Springs, August 13, 11, and 15, was 
not large, but the meetings, other- 
wise, were most satisfactory, as 
were the local entertainments 
" Some jolly bunch!" That's the 
only description that really tits this 
second COUVetitlou. Psiug the insti- 
tution as headquarters, the deaf 
from all over the Slate and from 
outside of il began gathering at an 
early hour Wednesday, and over 
three scores had collected in time 
for the formal opening meeting at 
seven o'clock that night. 

A little digression here, please. 
Only a shori lime before the Civil 
War Ihe education for the deaf be- 
gan to dawn. Prior to this the 
deaf were a I ways .shunned or looked 

upon as undesirable and unfortunate 
beasts. France got the credit for 

starling the education for Ihe deaf, 
thus Idling them out of darkness 
or ignorance. Cue i'a\ a good, old 
priest happened to meet a deaf boy 
being moved by compassion made 

his acquaintance. This led to a 

remarkable discovery and belief 
thai the deal were not what they 

Were thought to be. The priest 

devised different signs or gestures 

of hands and aims, as well as the 
wrigles of the lingers, the meanj by 
which the deaf were enabled to 

communicate with, each other by 

watchingsuch movements. Success 
after success was made. The other 
countries copied such a worthy 
movement. Although it spread 
widely and rapidly, yel the ediica 
lion for the deaf progressed slowly 

and with much struggle, owing to 
the fact that the deaf were always 
widely scattered and ihe prejudices, 
as well as many other difficulties 

were abundant until a while after 
the Civil War. 

At the present' every Slab- in the 
United Strtes provides one or more 
schools for the deaf and the United 

states is boasting of providing the 
only Cel lege lor Ihe deaf in Ihe 
world. To-day the deal are not 
only educated, but also have their 
own trades or business to support 
themselves, and even own property 
which enables them to enjoy the 
lite in this world as much as the 
hearing people. 

But to return lo the subject of this 
article, I his year the papers present- 
ed weie of a high order of excellence 
and of much practical value 

Wednesday evening the program 
consisted of invocation, several reels 
Of moving pictures; song by Miss 
Mamie Duncan, a charming little 
lady of Columbia and benediction. 

President T. 11. Coleman, an

double sight, rapid pulse, Hushing 
followed by chilliness, and distinct 
nausea will in turn be experienced 
-these being produced by the irri- 
tated endings of the nerves convey- 
ing sensation to brain and stomach. 
If we compare tbe above set of 

symptoms with those of seasickness 
a marked similarity is at once seen. 

It is a well known fact that some 
children are unable to use a swing 
owing to nausea, giddiness and 
headache being caused. There are 
also those who experience whoji on 
a switchback railway or water chute 
one oi more of the above symptoms, 
undoubtedly due lo a similar cause. 

Il is the pitching motion that 
produces the most severe form of 
sea sickness. In a rolling ship the 
nausea, and vomiting are much less 
and of shorter duration. Have we 
in this fact any proof of the end- 
olymph tbeoey? "Undoubtedly," 
says Dr. Harnett, " since it is the 
fluid in the vertical canals that is 
affected fn pitcing, and, as they aro 
two to one, we naturally suspect 
double the effect. In rolling, on 
ontrary, tbe fluid in two canals 
Is practically at rest, only one — the 
Ontnl — having its fluid level 
and pressure on its wall much 
changed." 

The nerves fiorn the semi-cir- 
cular canals are connected with 
those of the face and through these 
with the vagus nerve tliat controls 
the movements of the stomach. 
Thai is how the stomach comes to 

be affected.
